The goods for export will be inspected by the Textile Commissioner, 
Bombay and certificates r commending grant of import licences will be issued 
by him. 

2. Applicants should apply for registration and for import licences together 
with relevant documents to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
Bombay, in the maimer prescrib d in Appendix 23 to the Red-Book for April— 
September, 1961. licensing period. Licences will be granted only once in a 
quarter on the basis of exports effected in the preceding quarter and will be 
subject to the conditions applicable to Actual Users licences.

No. 7/61.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 3 and 4A of the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), as in force in India and as 
applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Imports (Control) Order, 1956, namely:—
